The Americans

returned the fire. Lieutenant Love, 
walking erect along in front of the 
men, was shot in the arm. An in- 
surgent officer, equally brave, stood at 
the top of the trenches directing the 
fire of the insurgents until he was 
killed, when the Filipinos fled. Dur- 
ing the fighting on the north side of 
town, a small body of insurgents at- 
tempted to enter on the south side, 
but the cavalry repulsed them. The 
total American loss at Calamba wa 
seven, killed and 20 wounded. Sixteen j 
dead insurgents have been found. The 
American garrison 
at Morongo is 


going to Calamba. A body of in- 
surgents visited Taytay, where they 
killed several natives friendly to the 
Americans.

Grayson's sho 
brought death to a Filipino lieutenant 
who had been looking for trouble fo 
two weeks. The shot was fired a 
Santa Mesn, a suburb of Manila. 


Private Grayson tolls the story 


follows: "Iliad been doing outpos 
duty for some time, and was gettin 
rathor used to the strained situation. 
There were four of us on duty at th 
post in'daytime, and the guard wa 
doubled at night. We knew it wa 
coming for some time, and we all 
wondered who would be the man to 
fire the first shot. That night my 
companion ou outpost was Orvillo 
Miller. 
During the day I had a talk 


with a Filipino lieutenant. He told 
me that I would hove to keep back 
farther. You see, they were encroach- 
ing on our territory every day, and be- 
cause we seemed to stand for it, they 
got brave aud impudent 


I told the lieutenant I did not 


'savvy.' Miller and I walked down to 
the end of the lane, so that our re- 
treat would be covered in case we had 
to fall back. We were half-sitting, 
half-kneeling at the end of'the lane 
when we heard the soft whistle of the 
Filipino. It was answered by several 
other whistles, and we knew that 
mischief was brewing. 


"Then from the Filipinos' block 


house. No. 7, we saw a red ligh* 
waving in some sort of signal. We 
turned our gaze back to where the 
whistle came from, when up rose a 
Filipino as if he had come out of the 
ground. 
I challenged him and he 


challenged my challenge. That meant 
fight I heard the click, click of rifles, 
and without a moment's hesitation I 
let fly, and my impertinent Filipino 
tumbled over. 


Millor and I took to our heels up 


tho lane. 
Two shots rang ont afi we 


ran, and when wo had got back about 
25 yards two Filipinos blocked on 
path. 


"They were inside of our lines, but 


they challenged us. 


"'Shoot!' I cried to Miller, and a 


second later there was a dead Filipino. 
In another second I had brought down 
my second Filipino, tyly first, I think, 
was the lieutenant who hnd given mo 
'lip' in daytime. I think I killed 
him. I do not know, bnt I think he 
got it right. 


" We/retreated until we reached pipe 


line. That was the water main, and 
t made a fine breastwork, aud we 
eeded it 
The Filipinos kept firinS 


t us all tho time. The entire outpost 
—there were SO of us—came into Pipe 
me aud we all peppered away at the 
nemy. 
"Then the action spread from right 
o left, and in 15 minutes the engage- 
ment was general from 'Caloooau to 
he bay. The boys on the ontpost had 
t in for those fellows. They had 
hot Colonel Stotsenburg two weeks 
before and we were laying for them. 
We did not have a high opinion of 
Jolonel Stotaenbnrg when we started 
out 
Wo thought that he was need- 


ossly strict, but there was mighty 
gloom over the regiment wheu he was 
shot" The whole army was waiting for 
that shot that I fired, and when it 
same they were ready for it 
The 


Filipinos were just a little short of 
being prepare!. Another night and 
they would have been, nicely fixed for 
us. Everybody seemed to be satisfied 
with the shot"

the princess, and the servant made 
quite a little sum. 


When Victoria had succeeded to the 


throne of England the girls who had 
kissed the queen formed a friendly as- 
sociation, the Society of the Kiss lloyal, 
which Victoria honored shortly after- 
ward with a

humored autograph letter, that finally 
passed into the possession of Mrs. Jef- 
frej s, tlie last IP-"-ber.

A SOPORIFIC PLANT. 


TI-I oJid Hornea Are Pccullnrly Af- 


fcoted by One That Growl 


Ui Tcra«. 


Mr. Gillespie, of Edinburgh, has 


called attention to the curious soporific 
action of certain plants found in Hus- 
tia and in America, says the Boston 
Transcript. 
These plants are known 


to botanists under the name of stipa. 
On the Mediterranean coast, where the 
stipa grows In profusion, it is called 
virgin's flax, and because of its beauti- 
ful blossoms is used extensively for 
bouquets. In Texas and New Mexico 
i species of this plant, called Etlpu 
firidula, possesses soporific qualities. 
Cowboys and herders of the west, where 
the plant grows luxuriantly, often find 
to their astonishment that their cow a 
and horses are suddenly overcome with 
uleepiness, acompanied 
with great 


weakness. They are rendered incapa- 
ble of traveling and cannot exert them- 
selves without great effort. Horses and 
•ows are affected alike. The head falls

Another new star has been discovered 


»*• the Harvard observatory by Mr*. 
Fleming, to whom are credited five ol 
the six new stars found since 1S85. Thjs 
latest comer in the stellar family Is'ft) 
the constellation Sagittarius. Prof. \V. 
H. Pickering has discovered a new and 
ninth satellite of the planet Saturn, 
the new body having been found on 
four plates exposed with the Bruce 
telescope ut Arequipa in Peru. This ad- 
ditional moon of Saturn probably does 
not exceed 300 miles in diameter, and IB 
so faint that but few of the great felc- 
scopes at present in existence are pow- 
erful enough to disclose it. 
Japctus, 


discovered at the Paris observatory in 
371 by Dominique Cassini, has hitherto 
been regarded as Saturn's outermost 
moon, being at a distance of 2 1-3 mil- 
lions of miles from the planet, and hav- 
ing a period of 70 1-3 du/s. But the new 
satellites three and a half times more 
distant than Japetus, and it consumes 
almost a year and a half in going once 
completely round Saturn. More than 
half a century has elapsed since a new 
satellite was added to the Saturn sys 
tern.—Harvard Graduates' Magazine. 


Pottern' War AiraiBtt Lead. 


For more than a hundred years man- 


ufacturers of pottery have been trying 
to find a substitute for lead in making 
glaze. The use of lead for this pur- 
pose dates back to the ancient Assyr- 
ians and Egyptians. 
The objection 


to it is that, unless strict precaution* 
are takon, it poisons the workmen, 
causing paralysis, blindness and even 
death; but despite the efforts of modern 
science, stimulated by the 
offer ol 


premiums and medals, no satisfactory 
leadless glaze has yet bc-cu found. lie- 
cent advances, however, have led to the 
expression of the opinion before th« 
Society of Arts in London that success 
is at last within sight.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

A (Rubber Tired Carriage for Cavreh 


AUIe* I* One of tbe Keweit 


Invention*. 


Among the many new appliances oi 


up-to-date undertakers is the caskel 
carriage, upon which a burial casket 
may be moved up the aisle of a church 
The latest form of ca&kct carriage 
upon which a patent wa« issued in the 
present year, is of lattice construction 
of brass. It is supported upon six Ion 
rubber-tired wheels, three on a side 
When not in use it can be closed uf 
together, occupying a small space; 
when opened for use it is of ample si/.c 
to bear a casket, which cun be movct! 
upon it securely, smoothly and noise 
lessly along the aisle, says the New 
York Sun. 


It is not expected that the casket car- 


riage will take the place of bearers ir 
state and military and other funeral) 
in which bearers would naturally b« 
employed, but it is found useful in 
other church funerals, and espcciallj 
in churches having narrow aisles ir 
which there might not be. room foi 
bearers to walk at the side of the cab 
ket. 


The removnl basket is a moderr 


means of convej'ance, used by under 
takers for the removal of bodies froir 
hospitals or hotels or ether places 
where it might not be convenient oi 
desirable to carry a cumbersome lc< 
box. It is coffin-shaped in its genera' 
form, but with rounded outlines and 
a rounded top. It hr.s a steel frame 
work, upon which the basketvrork, o) 
rattan, is woven. Stout wisher handles 
are woven into the sides. In such 8 
basket, occupying comparatively littli 
space and which may be conveniently 
handled, the body is removed to th« 
undertaker's.

The 
Christian doctrine that self-slaughter 
is a Bin did not affect them, and the no 
tion that there was something- bast! In 
quitting one's post \Vas not yet horn 
Dryden, in one of his dramas, contrasts 
fluely the feeling about suicide of the 
ancient and modern world, 'ihe Hom- 
ans, he says, might "discharge their 
souls" and give them leave to enter the 
other world. But -«e, like sentries, are 
compelled to stand " 'ncath starless 
skies and wait the appointed hour." 
Dr. Goixlhordt, speaking of the dread 
of death, sa-js- 
"I am ne-rer tired of 


saying, because I am sure it is as true 
as it is comforting, although in oppo- 
sition to the general belief, that death 
has no terrors for the sick man. To 
the living and healthy man it is quite 
otherwise, but the slrk man upon whom 
death lavs his band pales gently and
